. AGRICULTURAL RfePORT. 

Front tie 90** Feirmry to the 20*4 March, 1813. 

Tbe weather for several weeks past has been dry, and favourable for the agricultural 
business of the season. In many of the dry, light soils, considerable progress has been 
made in sowing oats ; and if no obstructing alteration takes place, we may expect to see 
the principal part of the spring labour accomplished, much earlier tEran it has been for 
several years back. 

The wheat crops in general look well ; and the oats that wercsown in autumn, or th* 
beginning of winter, have an encouraging appearance. 

The use of iron ploughs seems to gain ground in the estimation of tbe more intelligent 
farmers. The mechanic who.first introduced thein exhibited one at last assizes, for the 
inspection of the gentlemen of Armagh; and the grand jury generously subscribed a 
sum of money as a reward for his ingenuity. 

Grain and provisions keep pretty stationary for several weeks back, except fletfc 
meat, which, from the unusual scarcity of fat cattle, is likely to be nigh ibis spring. 



COMMERCIAL REPORT 
The depressed and disjointed state of our commerce is clearly evinced by t{ie eager- 
ness, or rather rashness, with which every fresh opening is embraced; A letter from 
Sir Home Pvpiiam raised a species of mania in the commercial world, which broke out 
in large and unadvised speculations to South America, and ended in loss to many, and 
ruin to «me.
